The Camp Fire Affair. 


The meeting held by the ladies in the 


city council rooms, Wednesday afternoon, 
to make arrangement* for holding a oarap 
fire, festival and dinner, at the tabernacle 
on the 2d and 3d of November, for the 
benefit of Dunham Post No. 141, Grand 
Army ot the Republic, was well attended. 
Mra.V. M. Cox was choseu chairman and 
Mrs. W. C. Johns secretaiy. 


The following committees wereappomt- 


tory but would give a plain statement of 
facts of the business of this country. We 
are now in the midst of plenty aud con- 
tentment. There is peace and prosperity 
everywhere. The people control public 
affairs und questions of public concern 
are periodically settled by the people who 
delegate and redelegatc men to do their 
bidding. Under our system of govern- 
ment the ballot is used in expressing the 
sentiment of the people—in selecting men 
to represent them in congress. There arc 
two great parties in this country- the Ke- 
publican and Democratic, and the voters 
are called upon to choose between these 
two parties. The General declared that 
the Republican party was not ashamed 
of its record. He pictured the condition 
of the country 21 years ago, ami theu 
briefly alluded to what had been done b\ 
Republicans in crushing slavery, giving 
equal rights to all, giving tho right of suf- 
frage to tho negroes end in preserving 
the Union and bringing peace and pros- 
perity to the entire country. It is just 
and right to refer to what the Republi- 
can party had done for this country, al- 
though there aro pome—all democrats - 
who say give us something new aud let 
the past alone. Just BO. In IWtt ihf 
democrats opposed the views of the Ru- 
publioaus and they have continued to do 
HO year after year up to 1882. This oppo- 
sition to Republican measures which 
hiive brought us only prosperity is not 
ancient history. It is a notorious fact 
that the democrats always oppose any- 
thing tho Republicans bring forward. It 
is a good rule to test the administration 
of a party by the way iu which it deals 
with the people's money. 
Here the 


speaker said he had been Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue for six years, aud of 
the $748,000,000 collected not one dollar 
had been lost, and of the $3,500,000 ap- 
propriated for the collection of that sum 
not one cent had been squandered or 
misappropriated. 
During tho adminis- 


tration of President Hayes less tliuu one 
cent on each »1,000 was lost. This is 
good management. And yet the demo- 
crats demand that they be given charge 
of the management of governmental af- 
faire; und this demand is mado in the 
face ot the record of the democratic 
party, a record which will not bear in- 
spectiou. There is too much at stake to 
try that experiment. Tho country has 
spread out, grown more and got richer 
within the past 20 years than it did iu all 
the RO years of its existence as a Nation. 
In 1800 the population of the United 
States was 81,455,000; in 1880 it was 50,- 
155,000, an increase of CO per cent., or an 
increase of 3 per cent, per annum iu 20 
years. In 1800 the farmers of this coun- 
try had 173,000,000 acres of land under 
cultivation; in 1880 they had 287,000,000 
acres under cultivation, an increase of 70 | 
per cent.

$2X per ton. No "foreign company can 
compete with our home manufacturers in 
the face of this tfiritf, but were it to be 
reduced, and most democrats say they 
are in favor of a low tariff, this important 
industry, which gives employment to so 
many citizens would be mined by the im- 
portation of rails. It is aud has alwaj s 
beenthechietaiinof tbeRepublican party 


21 years. The first thing it did was to 
frame the Morrill tariff law which went 
upon the statute books March 3,18Gl,and 
stands there to-day as a basis of the tariff 
laws of the United States. It is a safe 
rale for every American who desires pros- 
perity and the comforts of home to vote 
for and sustain that party which legis- 
lates in his interest, and if this rule was 
followed the Republican party would get 
every vote in the United States. The 
value of woolen goods manufactured iu 
I860 was 801,000,000; in 1880 the total 
value was $207,000,000, an increase of 333 
per cent., and a large proportion of it was 
American wool grown upon. American 
sheep. In 1860 the manufactured cotton 
goods amounted to $115,000,000; in 1881 
it was §210,000,000, an increase of 82 per 
cent. In 1860 the largest production of 
cotton was reported. 
It amounted to 


5,000,000 bales. 
The close of the war 


found the negroes free, and the old mas- 
ters said they wouldn't work. In 1881 
the total yield of cotton was 7,110,000 
bales, au increase of tfto million bales, 
which shows that freedom is better for 
Sambo than slavery. This country has 
not only produced enormously, but it has 
consumed largely. 
Only about sis per 


cent, of our corn product has been ex- 
ported. Great quantities of goods have 
been manufactured which hare been read- 
ily sold at home and abroad at good 
prices, and the era of prosperitj continues. 


The speaker next alluded to the finan- 


cial affairs of the country, aud showed 
that in 1861 we had £^0,1)00,000 in coin 
and 8207,000,000 in paper money. In 1880 
we had 8070,000,000 in com, an increase 
of 132 percent.; and $780,500,000iu paper 
money, an increase of 277 per cent. We 
now have 87-19,000,000 iu coin aud 8780,- 
500,000 in paper money. The deposits in 
I860 footed up 8253,802.000; in 1881 the 
deposits were $2,027,000,000, an increase 
of 935 per cent. The population of the 
country increased 60 per cent, in 20 yenrs, 
and the deposits increased 9!$5 per cent. 
All this has been brought about by the 
wiee and careful legislation of the Repub- 
lican party. It a is grand superstructure. 
The democrats as a party aro opposed to 
a protective tariff. The Republican party- 
is iu favor of a protective tarifT. Under a 
low tariff, such as tho democratic party 
advocates, Buchauau found no money in 
tho treasury, and he had to borrow 
$50,000,000 from foreign countries to pay 
the running expenses of this government. 
It was humiliating. It was disgraceful. 
Tho records show that tho wages paid in 
America are 100 to 300 per cent, greater 
than those paid in the old countrics.'aud 
that the prices of living here is 40 to 50 
per cent, cheaper than in Europe.

people hnvo come to this country from 
abroad nnd less than two per cent, have 
returned. Why do they come here? The) 
come first for freedom, second for pios- 
perity, more food, more clothing, uud 
better houses to live iu. Prosperity means 
good legislation, and tho voter who does 
not want to see tho present condition of 
thinga changed, should vote the Republi- 
can ticket; and every man should vote. 
The Republican party is proud of it^ 
record in war and in pence. It 13 in favor 
of maintaining American labor iigaitibt 
foreign labor. The General closed hi,s 
inbtmctive speech, which continued for 
one hour and twenty-five minutes, by al 
hiding briefly to the election frauds in 
the Soulli, and the importance of main- 
taining tho purity ot the ballot box.
